Much  of  the  lumber  from  it  was  ' 

used  in  building  the  house  that  Hiram's  grandson,  Nat  ,

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 
Town  of  East  Kingston,  N.H. 

In  a  continuing  effort  to  improve  administration  of 
town  affairs,  new  ledger  sheets  were  designed  and  im- 
plemented for  the  posting  of  town  accounts.  The  ledger  is 
now  directly  compatible  with  the  new  check-voucher 
which  was  adopted  severa'  years  ago. 

The  town  participated  in  several  federally  aided 
programs  during  the  year:  A  LEAA  Grant  to  the  Police 
Department  for  $5,500.00  which  was  funded  on  a  50/50 
basis.  A  Manpower  Grant  for  $1,032.00,  100%  funding,  to 
implement  a  playground  program  during  the  summer.  The 
grant  provided  salary  and  fringe  benefits  for  the  employ- 
ment of  two  young  women  from  town  to  establish  and 
supervise  a  summer  program,  along  with  the  Recreation 
Committee.  The  Fire  Department  also  received  a  Com- 
munications Grant  of  $400.00,  funded  50/50,  which  was 
used  to  purchase  additional  equipment  for  a  tone  alert 
system  which  was  generously  provided  by  the  Fire  Associa- 
tion. 

A  program  was  initiated  to  post  all  town  roads  with  ap- 
propriate speed  limit  and  warning  signs.  Speed  limits  on  all 
town  roads  will  be  30  M.P.H.  unless  posted  otherwise. 

The  Tax  Map  program  is  somewhat  behind  schedule. 
Final  completion  presently  requires  review  of  updated 
maps  which  have  been  submitted  to  the  town  for  final 
acceptance. 

As  of  December  1,1977,  the  Kingston  Ambulance  Ser- 
vice was  unable  to  provide  service  to  the  town  due  to  a 
shortage  of  manpower.  The  Board  has  negotiated  with  two 
local  services  and  as  a  result,  E.M.T.  Ambulance  Service  of 
Exeter  was  asked  to  provide  coverage.  Residents  requiring 
emergency  ambulance  service  should  contact  E.M.T.  in  Ex- 
eter at  772-5912. 

Office  equipment  purchased  with  last  year's  funds  in- 
cluded the  following: 

Fireproof  File,  Desk,  Coat  Rack  (Selectmen) 
Typing  Table  (Tax  Collector) 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  the  Wingold  Grange  for  the  fine  job  they

have  done  in  making  improvements  to  the  Town  Hall 
kitchen.  New  stainless  steel  sinks  have  been  installed  along 
with  a  much-needed  redecoration.  Also,  the  town  had  the 
good  fortune  of  services  provided  by  Master  Mark 
Chevalier  in  performing  a  Census  for  the  town.  Mark's  ef- 
forts were  a  part  of  public  service  project  for  Eagle  Scout 
and  provided  the  town  with  pertinent  information  for 
future  planning. 

A  significant  change  in  state  statutes  pertaining  to  filing 
inventory  in  1978  has  been  passed  by  the  Legislature. 
Failure  on  the  partof  any  taxpayer  to  file  such  inventory  will 
subject  him  to  a  penalty  of  up  to  $50.00  on  his  Property  Tax. 
Also,  due  to  the  poor  returns  we  have  experienced  in  the 
past,  the  Board  sees  fit  not  to  grant  veteran  or  elderly  ex- 
emptions if  an  inventory  has  not  been  filed  by  the  taxpayer. 
We  urge  your  compliance  with  the  inventory  requirement, 
since  failure  to  comply  in  the  future  will  unnecessarily  add 
to  an  individual's  tax  burden. 

Due  to  an  ever-increasing  administrative  work  load, 
the  Board  has  seen  fit  to  hire,  on  a  part-time  basis,  an  ad- 
ministrative assistant.  This  need  has  surfaced  due  to  the  in- 
creasing amount  of  time  Board  members  have  to  spend 
tending  to  administrative  requirements  of  the  town's  af- 
fairs. In  implementing  this  position,  the  objective  will  be  to 
relieve  the  administrative  duties  from  the  Board  so  that 
time  may  be  spent  on  reviewing  present  policies,  programs 
and  planning  for  the  future  needs  of  the  town. 

It  is  rather  apparent  thatthere  issomeconvenientcon- 
fusion  at  times  as  to  the  requirement  for  a  Building  Permit. 
Under  present  Zoning  Regulations,  a  permit  is  required  for 
any  alteration  in  which  the  cost  of  the  project  exceeds  $1,- 
000.00.  Violations  of  this  requirement  in  the  future  are  to  be 
referred  to  Town  Counsel  for  action  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  which  provides  for  fines  of  up  to 
$50.00  per  day. 

In  closing  this  year's  report,  we  ask  that  anyone  in- 
terested in  participating  in  any  existing  Board  or  Com- 
mittee, or  wishing  to  pursue  some  new  area  of  endeavor 
which  would  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  town,  to  contact  the 
Board.  Any  suggestions  you  have  as  to  what  should  be  done 
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to  improve  the  town,  its  services,  and  prepare  for  its  future 
needs  would  be  greatly  appreciated.  Your  input  is  impor- 
tant, so  speak  up.

property  on  the  East  side  and  the  Northerly  boundary 
of  the  Metcalf  property  on  the  West  side. 

B.  Uses  Allowed:  Business,  Wholesale  and  Retail  plus 
Consumer  Services. 

C.  Applications  for  Commercial  structures  and  uses 
must  be  submitted  to  Planning  Board  forapproval  and 
comply  with  the  following  regulations: 
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1.  No  use  shall  be  permitted  which  could  cause 
any  undue  hazard  to  health,  safety  or  property 
values;  or  which  is  offensive  to  the  public 
because  of  noise,  vibration,  unsanitary  con- 
ditions, noxious  odor  or  similar  reason. 

2.  Sufficient  area  shall  be  included  in  the  site  of 
such  use  to  allow  the  following  setbacks  and 
related  facilities.

c.  Sufficient  off-street  parking  space  shall  be 
provided  on  the  property  to  accommodate  all 
vehicles  attracted  to  the  business. 

d.  The  Planning  Board  shall  hold  a  Public 
Hearing  on  the  application,  first  giving  notice  by 
publication,  posting,  and  by  certified  mail  to 
abutters  and  as  otherwise  required  by  law. 

2.  Amend  Article  VIM  by  changing  the  last  word  in 
paragraph  A,  subparagraph  5,  from  "Selectmen"  to 
"Building  Inspector." 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of 
RSA  72:43-b  and  43-c  for  expanded  exemptions  on  real  es- 
tate which  provide  for  a  resident  65  years  of  age  up  to  75,  a 
$5,000  exemption;  a  resident  75  years  of  age  up  to  80, a  $10,- 
000  exemption ;  a  resident  80  years  of  age  or  older,  a  $20,000 
exemption,  provided  that  the  resident  owns  the  real  estate 
individually  or  jointly  with  another  or  his  spouse  with 
whom  he  has  been  living  for  at  least  5  years  as  man  and  wife;

Hampshire  to  pass  on  construction  costs  to  the  Consumer 
in  the  form  of  higher  electric  rates  before  facilities  are 
providing  service. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $312.00  to  assist  Rockingham  Child  and  Family 
Services,  a  private,  non-profit  organization.  The  amount  of 
this  request  is  based  on  services  rendered  to  ten  residents 
of  the  Town  of  East  Kingston  during  the  period  October  1, 
1976  through  June  30, 1977,  inclusive.

The  license  fee  for  all  dogs  has  been  increased  by  the 
State.  The  new  fee  for  a  male  dog  is  $6.00,  a  female  is  $6.50. 
Any  male  that  is  neutered  or  female  that  is  apayed  will  now 
be  $3.50.  Proof  of  alteration  must  be  furnished  at  time  of 
licensing.  Also,  rabies  certificate  must  be  presented  before 
a  license  can  be  issued.  There  will  also  be  a  penalty  of  $1 .00 
per  month  for  any  dog  not  licensed  before  June  1st. 

One  of  the  problems  facing  the  dog  officer  is  that  of 
free-running  dogs  chasing  and  killingdeer.  Each  year, hun- 
dreds of  deer  are  run  down  and  killed  by  domestic  dogs. 
Any  dog,  given  an  opportunity,  will  chase  deer.  It  is  an  in- 
stinct, often  playful,  that  is  resulting  in  tragedy  for  the  deer. 
In  heavy  snow  the  deer  sink,  often  to  their  bellies,  while  the 
lighter  dogs  run  on  top  of  the  snow.  When  the  deer  are 
caught  they  are  torn  apart  and  left  bleeding  and  dying  in 
the  snow. 

The  law  states  that  any  dog  caught  in  the  act  of  chasing 
or  killing  deer  may  be  shot  by  any  conservation  officer, 
state  police  officer  or  dog  warden,  and  the  owner  shall  be 
held  liable.  It  is  the  dog  owner's  responsibility  to  know 
where  his  dog  is.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and 
town/city  responsibility  (RSA  224) 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State 
Forester)  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  duputy 
forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town/city  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  FHe 
regulates  the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits 
only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  sup- 
pression with  the  town/city  and  statesharing  the  cost.  Sup- 
pression costs  in  excess  of  Va  of  1%of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization 
and  helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns/cities.  The 
state  also  supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel, 
equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started 
in  1893,  works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  oneof 
the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United 
States  for  the  past  25  years.

As  president  of  the  East  Kingston  Volunteer  Firemen's 
Association,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  1977  has  been  an  ac- 
tive and  productive  year  for  us. 

As  usual,  we  held  our  annual  Association  meeting  in 
April,  along  with  a  ham  and  bean  supper  for  Association 
members  and  elected  new  officers.  The  results  of  the  elec- 
tion are  as  follows:

Vice-President  -  Adam  Mazur,  Jr. 
Secretary  -  Robert  Reagan 
Treasurer  -  Harvey  Purington 

Also,  life  membership  certificates  were  presented  to 
Fred  Baker,  Alvin  Foss,  Francis  Smith,  and  Elon  Travis. 

In  May,  muster  practice  started  again.  We  had  both 
men's  and  women's  teams.  They  participated  in  musters 
and/or  parades  in  the  following  towns:  Sanbornville,  Can- 
dia,  Merrimac,  Mass.,  Danville,  Kingston,  Newmarket, 
Deerfield,  Wenham,  Mass.,  Georgetown,  Mass.,  and  New- 
ton, N.H.,  winning  eleven  men's  trophies,  seventeen 
women's  trophies  and  one  parade  trophy. 

In  June,  we  donated  money  to  the  Police  Department 
to  be  used  for  the  Police  Department  sponsored  fishing 
derby. 

We  also  started  construction  of  a  pole  pavilion  to  be 
used  for  our  lobster  festival.  We  were  fortunate  enough  to 
have  one  of  our  members  able  to  borrow  a  truck  from  the 
New  England  Telephone  Company  to  set  the  poles  for  the 
building  at  no  cost.  The  cost  of  the  building  was  $1,446.12, 
but  we  received  donations  of  $250,  making  the  cost  to  us 
$1,196.12.  The  building  was  also  used  by  the  recreation 
committee  for  summer  activities  for  children. 

On  Saturday,  August  13,  we  held  our  19th  annual 
Lobster  Festival.  Although  the  skies  were  threatening  most 
of  the  day,  it  turned  out  to  be  one  of  our  best  years. 

On  Sunday,  August  14,  we  held  our  5th  annual 
Firemen's   parade  and  field  day.  We  had  18  towns  par- 
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ticipating,  including  places  as  far  away  as  Milford,  Mass. 
Everyone  had  a  good  time  despite  the  rainy  weather  late  in 
the  afternoon. 

In  September  the  Association  voted  to  purchase  eight 
monitor  receivers  and  ten  chargers  at  a  cost  of  $2,200,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  two  receivers  and  the  encoder  which  was 
purchased  with  $400  of  state  funds  and  $400  matching  town 
funds  which  was  taken  out  of  the  Fire  Department  budget. 

The  purpose  of  the  encoder  and  the  monitor  receivers 
is  to  make  our  call  system  faster  and  more  efficient,  thus 
cutting  down  response  time  and  getting  a  greater  number 
of  firefighters  to  respond. 

In  October  we  held  fire  prevention  demonstrations  at 
both  schoolsand  the  library.  In  Decembr  we  donated  $50 to 
the  Police  Association  for  the  children's  Christmas  parade 
and  party. 

We  are  still  running  Beano  every  Saturday  night,  star- 
ting at  7:30,  which  isour  primary  source  of  income.  Anyone 
wishing  to  help  out  on  Beano  should  contact  Harvey 
Purington.  We  are  always  looking  for  new  workers. 

I  am  now  looking  forward  to  1978.  There  are  still  many 
things  to  be  done,  such  as  repairs  to  the  old  part  of  the 
tirehouse,  and  there  is  much  equipment  to  be  purchased, 
but  with  your  help,  I  am  sure  we  can  do  it.

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  has 
provided  the  following  services  to  the  residents  of  East 
Kingston  during  the  period  from  January  1,  1977  through 
October  31, 1977.  A  total  of  134  Nursing,  Physical  Therapy, 
and  Home  Health  Aide  visits  were  made  to  17  East  Kingston 
residents.  1,583  units  of  service  were  provided  to  children 
and  adults  through  the  Association's  Child  Health  and 
Adult  Screening  Clinics.  In  addition  to  these  services,  the 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  provides  discharge  referral  ser- 
vices to  East  Kingston  residents  at  the  time  of  discharge 
from  area  hospitals,  provides  consultation  to  various  other 
health  agencies  and  health-related  persons,  and  refers 
numerous  persons  to  the  appropriate  source  to  assist  in 
meeting  their  needs.  Last  year  in  November,  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  sponsored  and  conducted  large  clinics 
to  immunize  the  public  against  Swine  Flu. 

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  our  1978  Projected  Budget  and 
a  report  for  insertion  into  East  Kingston's  Town  Report. 

The  appropriation  requested  from  East  Kingston  for 
health  services  provided  by  the  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse 
Association,  Inc.  for  1978  is  $1,108.60,  based  on  this  year's 
population  and  computed  at  $1.15  per  capita.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EAST  KINGSTON 
PLANNING  BOARD  1977 


The  Planning  Board  had  a  very  busy  year.  The  Board 
held  twelve  reguair  monthly  meetings  and  nine  public 
hearings.  The  Board  granted  approval  for  eight  sub- 
divisions and  referred  three  more  to  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment. Twenty-four  test  pits  and  percolation  tests  were 
viewed  by  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board.  Three  Mylor 
plans  were  signed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  recording  pur- 
poses. The  Board  held  a  meeting  with  the  Town  Engineer  to 
discuss  roads  for  subdivisions  and  boundary  markers  for 
lots. 

Two  meetings  were  held  with  the  Town  Counsel  and 
Planning  Board  to  discuss  legal  questions.  Five  special 
meetings  were  held  to  discuss  various  problems.  An  infor- 
mal meeting  was  held  on  November  3, 1977,  to  obtain  ideas 
from  the  residents  as  to  what  changes  the  residents  wanted 
in  the  zoning.  Eighty  people  were  present.  The  Board  held 
a  follow  up  meeting  on  December  13, 1977.  It  was  a  cold, 
stormy  night  and  only  nine  residents  attended.  The  results 
of  these  two  meetings  will  be  an  article  on  a  Commercial 
District  to  be  voted  on  at  Town  Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  ROAD  AGENT 

The  year  1977  began  with  heavy  snowfall  which  re- 
quired a  lot  of  plowing.  Drifts  needed  to  be  pushed  back 
often  to  keep  roads  passable.  Sand  and  salt  mix  was  spread 
on  all  roads  after  storms  and  on  any  icy  spots  that 
developed. 

Springtime  arrived  with  warmer  weather,  rain  and 
melting  snow.  Many  potholes  were  patched  and  a  washout 
on  Joslin  Hill  was  filled  with  crushed  stone.  All  the  gravel 
roads  were  regraded.  Some  dead  trees  and  brush  were  cut 
and  hauled  away  from  our  roadsides. 

Tarring  was  done  in  midsummer  on  South  Road, 
Willow  Road  and  Sanborn  Road.  This  seals  the  road  sur- 
faces, filling  all  cracks,  and  helps  to  prevent  potholes  and 
surface  destruction. 

Mowing  of  the  roadsides  was  done  in  the  fail  to  help 
control  the  growth  of  bushes.  Culverts  and  ditches  were 
checked  and  cleaned  in  preparation  for  winter.  Removal  of 
snow  and  the  purchase  of  salt  in  December  exhausted  the 
1977  budget. 

This  year  Revenue  Sharing  funds  were  available  and 
extra  maintenance  work  was  accomplished.  Ditches  were 
cleaned  out  on  South  Road,  Willow  Road,  Sanborn  Road 
and  Rowel!  Road.  Culverts  were  replaced  on  Giles  Road, 
Stumpfield  Road,  South  Road  and  Andrew's  Lane.  Some 
speed  limit  signs  and  posts  were  also  purchased  and  in- 
stalled along  our  roads. 

This  has  been  a  productive  year  with  the  accomplish- 
ment of  much-needed  extra  repairs  to  our  town  roads.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
EAST  KINGSTON 

I  become  increasingly  proud  of  the  fine  elementary 
school  program  being  provided  the  children  of  East 
Kingston.  One  of  the  keys  to  the  success  of  our  programs  is 
being  able  to  maintain  a  competent  staff  over  a  period  of 
time.  Once  teachers  become  familiar  with  programs  and 
materials,  the  efficient,  continuous  use  of  them  leads  to 
general  improvement  in  education.  Our  recent  achieve- 
ment tests  shov^/  that  East  Kingston  continues  to  improve 
achievement  scores  in  all  the  basic  skills  are^s. 

Staff  Development  for  school  personnel  is  a  must  if 
schools  are  to  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  changes  now  taking 
place  in  our  society.  Teachers  are  constantly  in  need  of  "life 
time  education"  designed  to  re-educate  and  to  keep 
current  the  teaching  process.  Some  of  this  is  done  by 
courses  of  a  general  nature,  but  perhaps  the  more  effective 
method  is  the  local  in-service  and  staff  development  ac- 
tivities. On  certain  Tuesday  afternoons  we  have  set  aside  a 
time  for  teachers  to  hear  new  ideas,  work  on  up-dating 
materials,  and  apply  new  knowledge  to  the  local  school 
planning.  This  is  working  well, and  theultimate  rewards  will 
be  seen  in  better  student  results  in  performance. 

I  would  also  call  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  East 
Kingston  the  recent  federal  legislation  dealing  with  Special 
Education.  Public  Law  94-142  requires  that  a  free  ap- 
propriate public  education  be  provided  each  qualified 
handicapped  person,  ages  3-21,  including  non-academic 
services  and  activities.  Each  school  district  must  formulate 
evaluation  procedures  for  the  best  placement  of  these  peo- 
ple in  educational  programs  and  establish  a  process  of  on- 
going evaluation  and  parent  approval  of  the  placement  to 
the  school  district.  This  also  means  providing  adequate 
funds  to  maintain  the  cost  of  their  special  education.  At 
present  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  not  provided  the 
kind  of  funding  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  excess  cost 
above  what  the  local  district  must  pay  by  State  Statutes.  It  is 
often  difficult  to  know  what  amounts  should  be  placed  in 
the  budget  to  cover  cost  that  may  arise  in  any  given  school 
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year.  For  a  small  school  district  such  as  East  Kingston, one  or 
two  new  special  education  youngsters  could  have  a 
dramatic  effect  on  the  budget. 

Mr.  Jeffrey  Quinn,  the  principal  of  the  elementary 
school,  has  submitted  to  me  a  fine  report  of  your  activities 
and  I  should  like  to  include  most  of  it  here  for  your  review. 

"Basic  skills  in  reading,  writing,  language  and 
mathematics  continue  to  receive  our  strongest 
emphasis.  To  highlight  the  improvement  I  spoke  of 
earlier;  we  have  during  the  past  year  revised  our 
Mathematics  Curriculum.  Our  present  program 
provides  a  better  continuity  of  skills  and  more  ef- 
ficient methods  of  recording  pupil  progress.  Also  we 
have  developed  what  we  hope  is  a  more  meaningful 
method  of  reporting  the  performance  of  each  child  in 
both  Reading  and  Mathematics.  We  also  have  seen  a 
need  for  improving  language  skills.  We  have  begun  to 
implement  a  new  language  series  that  will  give 
students  the  help  they  need  to  bring  such  skills  as 
punctuation,  capitalization  and  word  usage  up  to 
competence  level." 

"In  the  area  of  Social  Studies,  the  children  seem 
enthusiastic  about  our  new  Social  Studies  Program. 
This  was  our  first  full  year  with  this  program  and  we  are 
seeing  the  benefits  of  this  series  because  of  the  un- 
derstandings that  they  achieve." 

"We  have  added  an  environmental  camp  ex- 
perience to  the  Sixth  Grade  Science  Program.  This 
week  of  outdoor  education  will  prove  to  be  wonder- 
ful experience  and  of  great  benefit  to  each  Sixth 
Grader.  It  is  something  that  each  child  will  look 
forward  to  in  the  future." 

"The  areas  of  physical  education  and  art,  both  of 
which  help  to  develop  the  wholestudent,continueto 
be  taught  to  every  student  once  during  the  week.  In 
physical  education  we  stress  development  of  coor- 
dination rather  than  emphasizing  competition.  In  art, 
expressing  creativity  is  the  key." 
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"Our  staff  has  seen  some  changes  during  the  past 
year.  Mrs.  Jeanne  McManus  has  taken  over  our  se- 
cond grade  at  Brown's  Academy.  She  has  been  a 
familiar  face  on  ourstaff  as  our  former  aide  and  we  are 
happy  to  have  her  as  a  teacher.  Mrs.  Joyce  Bosch  has 
taken  over  as  our  teacher  aide.  She  spends  much  of 
her  day  with  individual  students  who  need  help  in  cer- 
tain areas.  Her  work  is  invaluable  as  she  brings  much 
experience  to  her  job.  Mrs.  Pamela  Crocker  continues 
as  our  Sixth  Grade  Science  teacher  and  Physical 
Education  instructor  for  the  students  in  grades  3 
through  6." 

"A  facet  of  our  school  that  seems  to  be  more 
enthusiastic  each  year  is  the  willingness  of  parents  to 
become  involved  with  the  functions  of  the  school. 
Our  Parent  Teacher  Organization  helped  in  many 
ways  to  provide  those  extra  things  so  important  to  the 
school.  They  have  always  been  supportive  of  all  func- 
tions at  the  school  and  lend  a  much  needed  hand  in 
fund-raising  activities.  They  show  that  the  school  is  a 
community  effort  working  for  the  benefit  of  the 
children.  This  work  and  interest  is  thoroughly  ap- 
preciated by  all  the  staff." 

"Again  this  year,  we  also  want  to  express  our 
gratitude  to  Mrs.  Jane  Bowley  for  her  continued 
volunteer  work  as  our  school  librarian.  Her  faithful 
work  each  week  enables  us  to  make  the  library  partof 
each  student's  experience.  Her  many  long  hours 
spent  cataloging  also  help  to  keep  our  collection  well 
organized.  Her  help  is  so  important  and  greatly  ap- 
preciated." 

Mr.  Quinn  has  spoken  wellof  the  activities  of  the  school 
and  rightly  so.  None  of  this  would  be  possible  without  the 
continued  efforts  of  the  school  board  and  the  general  sup- 
port of  this  community.  As  superintendent,  it  is  a  pleasure 
to  see  a  "spirit"  of  co-operation  to  achieve  the  best  educa- 
tion possible  for  the  East  Kingston  students.

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BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATOR'S  REPORT 

Occasionally,  it  is  interesting  to  take  a  look  at  some 
statistics  relative  to  public  education.  Obviously,  statistics 
on  the  subject  abound  and  one  can  easily  become  buried  in 
detail  and  lose  sight  of  the"big  picture".  With  that  cautious 
note,  let  me  begin. 

Contrary  to  what  we  are  experiencing  in  some  of  our 
local  schools,  enrollments  across  the  country  are  definitely 
on  the  decline.  In  some  communities,  the  closing  of  schools 
is  more  explosive  an  issue  than  was  passing  the  bond  issue 
to  build  them.  No  one  wants  to  see  their  neighborhood 
school  closed  and  the  controversy  goes  on. 

While  enrollments  are  declining  the  cost  of  educating 
these  decreased  numbers  continues  to  climb.  Projections 
indicate  that  total  enrollments  across  the  country  will  drop 
slightly  this  year  while  the  total  cost  of  education  will  in- 
crease by  about  $12  billion  over  last  year.  Enrollment  is 
currently  60.3  million  students  which  is  about  a  one-half  of 
one  percent  decrease  from  the  60.6  million  of  last  year. 

Total  expenditures  at  all  levels  are  expected  to  reach 
$144  billion  for  the  1977-78  school  year  as  compared  with 
about  $132  billion  in  1976-77.  This  represents  a  9%  increase. 

So  we  have  a  situation  where  enrollments  are  down 
.05%  and  costs  for  the  same  period,  nation-wide,  are  up  9%. 
One  could  properly  state,  "Never  have  so  few  cost  so 
much". 

Certainly,  it  never  has  cost  more  to  educate  our  children 
than  it  does  today.  But  then,  it  has  never  cost  more  to  feed 
our  families,  heat  our  homes,  drive  our  automobiles  or 
purchase  health  services  then  it  does  today. 

In  a  word,  inflation  is  the  number  one  contributor  to  the 
disproportionate  rise  in  educational  costs.  In  addition  to  in- 
flation, education  has  never  been  faced  with  more  federal 
and  state  mandates  that  it  is  today.  The  following  come 
quickly  to  mind: 

a)  The  recent  broadening  of  responsibilities  in  the 
area  of  education  of  the  handicapped  isadding  newcoststo 
educational  budgets.  While  this  is  certainly  a  most 
worthwhile  and  justified  expenditure  of  funds,  the  local 
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New  Hampshire  school  district  is  forced  to  carry  nearly  all 
the  financial  burden  due  to  the  lack  of  state  funds.  Begin- 
ning this  year,  federal  funds  are  available  for  education  of 
the  handicapped  but  the  current  $52  per  pupil  is  a  small 
fraction  of  the  total  cost. 

b)  Beginning  next  year,  New  Hampshire  school  dis- 
tricts must  pay  the  cost  of  living  increases  granted  to  all 
retirees,  present  and  past,  of  the  school  districts.  This  cost 
has  previously  been  paid  by  the  State. 

c)  Effective  this  year,  school  districts  across  the  country 
will  be  required  to  pay  unemployment  compensation  for 
their  employees.  Some  districts  facing  decling  enrollments 
and  consequent  lay-offs  will  be  particularly  effected  by  the 
law. 

There  are  many  others  but  the  foregoing  illustrates  the 
point. 

Nationally,  there  are  more  than  3.1  million  persons 
employed  as  classroom  teachers  while  another  300,000  will 
work  as  administrators,  supervisors,  and  other  instructional 
staff,  both  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Therefore,  education 
in  1977-78  will  be  the  major  occupation  or  pre-occupation 
of  63.7  million  Americans.  Giv'en  a  national  population  of 
217  million,  about  3  of  every  10  persons  will  be  actively  in- 
volved in  the  education  process. 

The  number  of  studentsenrolled  in  the  nationselemen- 
tary  schools  this  past  fall  dropped  about  one  and  one-half 
percent  to  33.3  million  from  last  fall's  enrollment  of  33.8 
million.  This  reflects  the  continuing  decrease  in  the 
number  of  children  5  to  13  years  of  age,  a  phenomenon 
which  has  been  characteristic  of  the  1970's. 

High  school  enrollment,  which  peaked  last  year  at  15.8 
million,  is  just  beginning  to  reflect  the  decrease  in  the 
school-age  population.  The  number  of  high  school 
students  declined  less  than  one  percent  this  past  fall. 

More  than  2.4  million  elementary  and  secondary  school 
teachers  will  be  engaged  in  classroom  instruction  this  fall. 
This  represents  a  very  small  decrease  from  the  number  of 
teachers  employed  a  year  ago. 

These  statistics  were  obtained  from  the  National  Center 
for  Education  Statistics  which  is  part  of  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare. 
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Locally,  September  enroliment  in  the  schools  of  Super- 
visory Union  #16  was  down  slightly  from  September  1976, 
dropping  45  students  from  3880  to  3835.  This  is  in  keeping 
with  the  national  trend  but  the  rapid  growth  of 
Rockingham  County  could  easily  reverse  this  in  succeeding 
years. 

Whatever  the  population  trends  might  be,  it  seems  clear 
that  per  pupil  costs  will  continue  to  rise.  It  is  encumbent 
upon  public  officials  at  all  levels  of  government  to  develop 
the  most  efficient  and  equitable  mechanisms  possible  for 
funding  educational  costs.

seem  high  to  many  they  are  by  no  means  as  high  assomeof 
our  neighboring  unions  and  are  below  the  state  average. 
At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  for  the 
cooperation  they  have  given  me  over  the  years.  To  Mr. 
King,  Mr.  Short  and  Mr.  Durgin  who  are  always  right  there 
when  needed,  to  all  the  secretaries  and  bookkeepers  in  the 
central  office  who  keepourpaper  work  right  uptodateand 
to  the  Trustee's  of  Brown's  Academy.
